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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on July 08, 2004. 
Claims 1-16 and 20-31 are now pending in the action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to a method and system for training a user to 
engage in transactions with another person whom the system is arranged to simulate. 
The system includes an input device for receiving input from the user in response to a 
message output from the output device in order to simulate dialogue, an output 
message buffer for storing a plurality of messages output to the user, a transaction store 
for storing a type of allowable response for each of the message to the user, and the 
processor processing the input and determining whether the input is an allowable 
response to a most recent one of the messages output to the user, and if not, 
determining whether the input is an allowable response to a previous one of the 
messages output to the user as claimed. 

2. Because the closest prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the claimed 
invention with feature limitations to simulate user dialog, particularly, the system 
requires a dialog processor processing the message input and determining the 
allowable response for a select lexical rule for transaction to a most recent one of the 
messages output or to a previous one of the messages output to the user to recognize 
correct dialog and to simulate dialog error. Claims 1-16 and 20-31 are deemed 
allowable.
